Rick covers all of the danger points and provides practical techniques and 
sources for background materials from a perspective of a person who has personally conducted several 
dozen such investigations. Rick has spent all of his professional life representing and defending state 
and local officials, conducting criminal prosecutions, and training and advising criminal justice and 
government officials. 

Course Description 

One of the most perilous aspects for a public sector employer is vetting and doing the background 
investigation of potential employees. An agency that does not properly background its prospective 
employees prior to employment faces serious liability under theories of negligent hiring and deliberate 
indifference to the risk of harm to third parties. An agency that conducts such investigations, but does it 
poorly still faces liability risk to third parties but adds a major risk of suit and human rights complaints 
from the unsuccessful candidate. If the agency can walk that tight rope there remains the issue of how 
to get the needed information in a world that increasingly seems unwilling or unable to provide it. 


This course is designed for any person who hires, manages, or supports law enforcement 
personnel, whether, full-time, part-time or volunteer. This class is very appropriate for law 
enforcement, human resources, county administration or county attorneys.

Definition: 

A Threat Liaison Officer (TLO) is any peace officer, firefighter, emergency manager, EMS provider, 
federal agent, military investigative/intelligence personnel, or anyone in the public/private sector 
working closely with the public safety/homeland security community, who has been properly certified by 
the Minnesota Fusion Center. 

Mission Statement: 

The mission of a TLO is to serve as a conduit of all-hazard information between the MN Fusion Center 
and members of the public safety community, public/private sector, and federal agencies. 

Certification Process: 

A. The prospective TLO must: Obtain approval from his/her unit commander or designee to participate 
in the program. 

B. Complete the appropriate Minnesota BCA Fusion Center, POST certified TLO course. 

Primary Duties and Responsibilities: 

1. “Share Information!” Coordinate all-crimes, all-threats and all-hazards information between their local 
agencies to the MN Fusion Center. The TLO is responsible for verifying that all agency personnel, with 
whom they share law enforcement sensitive information, have a valid need and right to know. 

2. To help their agency’s staffs identify and report legally obtained suspicious activity that may reveal a 
nexus to criminal activity and/or terrorism with the MN Fusion Center. 

3. To be able to identify possible crime trends within their jurisdiction and seek help from the Minnesota 
Fusion Center to further examine those crime trends and work together on solutions. 

4. Serve as the point-of-contact within their agencies for questions and information regarding 
terrorism/criminal information, terrorism/criminal-related suspicious activity reports, tips, leads and other 
all-hazard incidents. 

5. The TLO position is a collateral duty. The TLO shall not Independently Investigate suspicious 
activity reports, tips or leads unless it is within their departmental duties to do so. 

6. To maintain a working relationship with the Minnesota Fusion Center, to help facilitate the movement 
of terror/criminal related information to and from appropriate personnel..

Training Description 


The Tactical Analysis program offered by The CP Journal provides training to the defense, law enforcement and 
security industries in behavioral pattern recognition and analysis. Developing the ability to observe, classify, 
assess and communicate nonverbal behavior empowers our nation’s protectors to proactively recognize potential 
threats before an attack occurs. The observation process taught in the program improves both intuitive decision¬ 
making and the deliberate analysis of situations, persons, and the environment. 

The proposed workshop is for the advanced course, a two-day program focusing on, “Tactical Awareness and 
Threat Recognition,” on the first day, and “Tactical Sense-making” on the second day. 

The “Tactical Awareness and Threat Recognition” portion of the course provides instruction in the 
foundational behavioral observations used to make assessments about individual people. The course is focused on 
ensuring that students can accurately assign people to each of the four mutually exclusive primary clusters of 
behavior. Once students have proven that they can make these observations, articulate the reason for objectively 
assigning a person to each cluster, and understand the “why” behind the assessments, these behaviors are then put 
into the context of the “officer-ambush” to determine the significance of each behavior in relation to the risks that 
police officers face. The principles of predictive behavioral analysis taught in relation to the officer ambush have 
a direct application to security concerns across the spectrum of violence to include terrorist attacks. 

The “Tactical Sense-making” portion of the course expands on the behaviors taught on the first day to include all 
four pillars of observable behaviors. Our students learn how to establish an all-encompassing baseline for the 
areas the law enforcement professionals are expected to operate in using a deliberate, systematic and repeatable 
process. Through the development and identification of the baseline for locations, events, groups of people and 
individuals, officers will improve the likelihood that they will identify the person possessing violent intent before 
an attack occurs. These sense-making skills are taught in the context of the terrorist planning cycle, which 
integrates historical attacks into the learning process. 

At the conclusion of this two-day (16-hour) course, we ensure that students walk away with the foundational 
skills needed to be an effective observer and complimentary access to the follow on resources needed to improve 
proficiency.

The mission of a TLO is to serve as a conduit of all-hazard information between the MN Fusion Center 
and members of the public safety community, public/private sector, and federal agencies. 

Certification Process: 

A. The prospective TLO must: Obtain approval from his/her unit commander or designee to participate 
in the program. 

B. Complete the appropriate Minnesota BCA Fusion Center, POST certified TLO course. 

Primary Duties and Responsibilities: 

1. “Share Information!” Coordinate all-crimes, all-threats and all-hazards information between their local 
agencies to the MN Fusion Center. The TLO is responsible for verifying that all agency personnel, with 
whom they share law enforcement sensitive information, have a valid need and right to know. 

2. To help their agency’s staffs identify and report legally obtained suspicious activity that may reveal a 
nexus to criminal activity and/or terrorism with the MN Fusion Center. 

3. To be able to identify possible crime trends within their jurisdiction and seek help from the Minnesota 
Fusion Center to further examine those crime trends and work together on solutions. 

4. Serve as the point-of-contact within their agencies for questions and information regarding 
terrorism/criminal information, terrorism/criminal-related suspicious activity reports, tips, leads and other 
all-hazard incidents. 

5. The TLO position is a collateral duty. The TLO shall not Independently Investigate suspicious 
activity reports, tips or leads unless it is within their departmental duties to do so. 

6. To maintain a working relationship with the Minnesota Fusion Center, to help facilitate the movement 
of terror/criminal related information to and from appropriate personnel..
